1. The concern expressed in your memorandum of 23 March 1982 on the need 
for a long-range look at intelligence requirements for Central_America is well 
placed.

We are, however, as you 
point out still heavily dependent on temporary measures, primarily from the 
DoD, to meet peak needs of the current crisis situation.
